A pressure vessel assembly for a pressurized fluid system, 
said pressure vessel assembly comprising an enclosed outer 
casing, at least one fluid accumulator disposed within said 
outer casing, a compartment within said pressure vessel 
assembly between said outer casing and said at least one 
fluid accumulator » said compartment at least partially 
filled with a working fluid, and said compartment being in 
fluid corrmuni cation with said at least one fluid accumulator 
so as to selectively transfer said working fluid between 
said compartment and said at least one fluid accumulator, 
and a pressurized gas reservoir external to said outer 
casing, said pressurized gas reservoir being in fluid 
communication with said compartment within said outer casing 
for pressurizing said working fluid within said compartment 
in said outer casing. 
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
